Lafayette to America in 1825. The distinguished Frenchman visited the home of Col. 
William Washington, and caught the then Httle girl up in his arms and kissed her on 
both cheeks, an incident which she remembered perfectly. 


Col. William Washington’ distinguished hiniself frequently during the revolution. He 


was in command of a cavairy regiment in South Carolina, although he came from Virginia. 
He met with the British forces under Gen, Tarleton in several. engagements, particularly 


at Cowpens and Hutaw Springs. 


Near the scene of Col. Washington’s activities ‘was the Elliott plantation, Needing a 


| flag for his command, he applied to Miss Julia Diliott, the planter’s daughter, and she 
’ fashioned one for him out of a red silk window curtain.. This flag antedates the American 
‘flag, and was borne at the head of Washington's troops when they drove back the British 
at Butaw. The flag became known as the “ Butaw flag,” and was carried throughout the 
war. Col. Washington then married Miss Bilictt, and they made thelr home in Charies-
